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On  the  whole  "barreled  apple  prices  were  not  much  changed  on  the  Liverpool 
auction  Wednesday,  December  16.,  from  last  week,  according  to  a  cable  received  in 
the  Foreign  Service  of  the  Department  of  Agriculture  from  Ered  A.  Motz,  Erait 
Specialist  in  Europe  for  the  Foreign  Service  of  the  Department  of  Agriculture. 
Barreled  supplies  were  moderate..  A  large  percentage  was  withheld  for  next  week's 
sale.     The  market  was  under- supplied  with  high  quality  barreled  apples.  Canadian 
stock  was  in  generous  supply.     Spanish  and  Jaffa  orange  supplies  were  plentiful. 
The  general  condition  of  the  barreled  fruit  was  only  fair.  Emit  of  good  color 
and  bright  appearance  showed,  a  marked  premium  over  the  ruling  price.    A  trace  of 
scald  was  noticeable  in  some  lots  of  Virginia  Staymans  as  well  as  seme  slacks. 
New  York  barreled  stock  had  a  large  percentage  of  slacks.    -Demand  was  dull  for 
barrels  in  general  and  the  fruit  w?.s  difficult  to  move  at  satisfactory  prices. 
Boxed  apple  prices  were  generally  slightly  higher  than  last  week.     Supplies  were 
moderate.     The  general  condition  of  the  boxes  was  good  but  some  slacks  were  in 
evidence.    Large  quantities  of  the  offerings  were  withdrawn  from  the  auction  and 
are  being  held  for  the  prices  quoted.    As  only  a  small  part  of  the  offerings  was 
sold  prices  do  not  reflect  the  true  market  condition.    Demand  was  mostly  slow  or 
moderate  for  most  boxed  stock  with  the  exception  of  Delicious  which  met  with  a 
good  demand. 


Barreled  apple  prices  at  London  were  little  changed  from  last  week.  Auc- 
tion supplies  were  light  but  stocks  .in  the  hands  of  jobbers  and  retailers  were 
heavy.    Orange  supplies  were  plentiful.     South  African  deciduous  fruit  is  be- 
ginning to  arrive  on  the  London  market.     Supplies  of  Canadian  barreled  apples 
were  generous.    Barreled  fruit  was  in  only  fair  condition.    Much  fruit  was  over- 
ripe and  many  other  lots  were  lacking  in  color.     Well  colored  fruit  sold  at  a 
marked  premium  over  the  ruling  price.    Virginia  Staymans  and  Black  Twigs  showed 
some  scald.    Demand  was  generally  dull  for  barrels  but  particularly : so  for  the 
lower  grades,    prices  at  London  ruled  at  about  the  same  levels  as  those  at 
Liverpool. 

Pear  prices  at  Liverpool  were  lower  than  last  week.    Boxed  supplies  were 
moderate  and  consisted  mostly  of  California  and  Washington  Winter  Nol'is.    A  few 
barrels  of  New  York  Eieffers  were  also  offered.     Inquiry  was  moderate,.    The  con- 
dition of  the  fruit  was  good.    Prices  paid  at  London  for  pears  were  above  those 
ruling  at  Liverpool.    Demand  was  slower,  however,  than  last  week  for  the  moderate 
stocks  offered.    The  condition  of  the  fruit  was  good. 

The  usual  Christmas  demand  has  failed  to  materialize  this  year.  Stocks 
are  heavy  everywhere  and  a  large  surplus  following  the  holidays  is  anticipated. 
Trading  is  slow  in  almost  everything  in  the  fruit  line  and  importers  are  losing 
money.     The  trade  has  noticed  a  distinct  preference  for  Empire  produce  which  at 
the  present     is  enjoying  a  premium  over  foreign  sorts.    The  uncertain  exchange 
situation  makes  forward  operations  extremely  difficult.    Very  little  forward 
buying  is  being  done.    Not  much  optimism  is  in  evidence  concerning  the  expected 
seasonal  improvement  in  demand  on  the  Continent  even  for  high  quality  fruit. 

Arrivals  of  fruit  in  the  United  Kingdom  this  week  ended  Tuesday,  December 
15,  were;    Apples,  75,700  barrels  and  111,000  boxes;  pears,  34,000  boxes,  both 
from  the  United  States  and  Canada;  grapes j  7,000  barrels  from  Almeria  and  700 
packages  from  California;  grapefruit,  United  .States  7,000  boxes,  Porto  P.ico 
2,400  boxes,  Jamaica  2,000  boxes  and  Palestine  5,000  boxes;  oranges,  Palestine 
(Jaffa)  123,000  boxes,  Brazil  24,000  boxes,  Japan  7,0^0  boxes  and  Spain  235,000 
half  cases  of  110  pounds.     During  the  next  seven  days  arrivals  are  expected  to 
be:    Apples,  60,300  barrels,  124,000  boxes  and  1,600  baskets  from  the  United 
States  and  Canada;  pears,  34,000  boxes  from  the  same  source;  grapes,  1,100  pack- 
ages from  California;  and  grapefruit  34,000  boxes  from  the  United  States  and 
1,700  from  Jamaica. 

Conversions  from  sterling  to  dollars  were  made  at  $3.45  to  the  pound  this 
week  against  $3.28  last  week  and  $4.86  at  this  time  last  year.
